The  vita,l  statistics  are  most  encouraging.  During  the 
year  there  uare  no  infant  deaths  and  no  ma.ternal  deaths  and 
only  one  still  birth. 

In  considering  such  a relatively  small  population  there 
is  a liability  for  large  fluctuations  in  rates  calculated  per 
1,000  births,  etc,,  but  by  any  standard  the  pa.st  years 
statistics  are  outstanding. 

The  live  birth  rate  of  23,7  per  1,000  population  compares 
very  favourally  with  the  national  figure  of  17*7  ond  v;ith  last 
years  of  15«9. 

I-'Iore  deaths  occurred  in  1966  than  the  recent  averages.  The 
increase  affected  both  male  and  females  and  vra.s  naoinly  attributable 
to  diseanes  of  the  circulatory  system  which  accounted  for  just  over 
a.  havlf  of  the  total.  The  death  rate  of  16,3  is  to  be  compared  with 
the  national  figure  of  14 #7  1,000  population,

^'.t  two  junior  schools  the  closet  accommodation  is  detached  from  the  school 
buildings  and  it  is  foimd  during  the  winter  months,  the  v/ater  supply  to  the 
flushing  cistern  is  prone  to  freezing,  owing  to  their  exposed  position.
